On the subject. of the taxation of the manufac- 
ture of books, I believe there is but one opinion 
among publishers, and that is, that the recent re- 
commendation of the Commissioners that these 
taxes should be entirely taken off the manufacture 
of books, should be adopted. The tax bears most 
heavily on the purchasers, as they in the advanced 
price of books have to pay the taxes, and some- 
times a little more, just as our nostrum dealers, 
when they have to put a twocent stamp on a bottle 
add five cents to the price. It affects publishers 
mainly in the decreased sales. The very trifling 
revenue obtained from this source by the Govern- 
ment does not bear any proportion to the hindrance 
thus placed on the dissemination of literature. 
This is so evident, that if the matter is properly 
brought to the attention of our wise men at Wash- 
ington by the publishers throughout the country, 
I have no doubt the manufacture of books will be 
relieved from the “fifteen separate taxes” which 
are now such a burden. 

Leaving taxes, let me say a few words about 
duties. I understand that many of the leading 
publishers in New York, not content with being 
relieved of these taxes, have memorialized Congress 
to add twenty-five cents per ponnd weight to the 
present duty of twenty-five per cent. ad valorem 
on books imported. This I think is selfish in the 
extreme. I cannot believe that they think we will 
have “no more American books,” unless, indeed, it 
is because good English books to reprint can be 
obtained so much cheaper than American books 
that the latter will stand a very poor chance of 
obtaining consideration from our publishers. We 
need not fear that “three-fourths of our printers 
will be out of employment,” when we know that it 
is next to impossible to obtain printers enough, | 
even at the present high wages, to produce books | 
fast enough to supply the demand. I notice that |

My pear Mr. Cuitps: You say that some of your 
readers desire to understand the reasons which are 
urged by the publishing interests of the country in 
asking for diminished taxation and additional pro- 
tection. The matter is very simple. Under the 
tariff of 1857, books were subject to an ad ralorem 
duty of 8 per cent., and no publisher troubled him- 
self about it, for the superior productive capacity 
and the untrammelled energies of the country en- 
abled us to meet and to overcome all competition. 
But one English publisher, Mr. Bohn, by the pecu- 
liar character of his business, was able to maintain 
his ground here in supplying works which otherwise 
might, in some instances, have tempted reprinting. 
With the war, came scarcity of labor and material, 
and depreciation of the currency. Prices rose with 
gold, and when the latter reached 250 or 275, the 
cost of book-manufacture had advanced in at least 
equal proportion. The tariff was largely increased 
for revenue purposes, and books were subjected to 
a duty of 25 per cent. ad valorem. Although this 
was fully balanced by the multitudinous taxes im- 
posed by the excise laws, the premium on exchange 
kept matters about where they had been, between 
American and English publishers, and the current 
of business remained virtually unchanged. With 
the return of peace, gold and exchange naturally 
fell, but, contrary to all expectation, prices, after a 
short period of depression, advanced until they 
reached a point higher than ever. Taking gold as 
the standard, it now costs to make a book more 
than double what it did only fifteen months ago. 
Taking currency as a standard, an English book 
can now be imported for less than half the cost of! 
fifteen months since. While our.industry had thus 
become crippled with burdensome taxes and exces- 
sive prices, in England all ‘taxes on knowledge” 
had been removed, and an immense impetus had 
been given to the dissemination of cheap literature. 
Throwing out of consideration the income tax, and | 
the high cost of labor caused by the rigorous and | 
searching character of our revenue system, the | 
direct taxes on books amount with us to over 15 
per cent. on the cost, so that, all things being con- 
sidered, there is an absolute discrimination against 
American books in the American market. It would | 
have been strange if English publishers had not-| 
availed themselves of the temporarily unprotected | 
state of the American market thus thrown open to| 
them. Agencies were opened here, and the char- | 
acter of an ad valorem tariff offered facilities for the 
easy virtue of principals who make out invoices for | 
subordinates to swear to in a foreign custom-house. | 
What are the principles which govern “ respectable” | 
European houses, who begrudge their contributions | 
to American revenue, may be seen by reference to 
the able report of the Commissioners of the Reve- | 
nue. Messrs. Strahan & Co., of London and New | 
York, complain that injustice has been done them | 
by the assertion in “ Harper’s Weekly” that their | 
“Sunday Magazine” was invoiced at three farthings | 
anumber. In an exculpatory letter published in| 
the London “ Bookseller” of January 31st, they deny | 
that the invoice value was three farthings, but they 
carefully abstain from stating what it was, and by | 
a rather clumsy quibble seek to convey the idea 
that it was much more. They are bitterly indig- 
nant at the New York publishers who caused their 
invoices to be revalued accordinig to the terms of the 
law which provides that goods exported by the 
manufacturers shall be invoiced at “the actual 
market value thereof, at the time and place when 
and where the same were manufactured,” and they 
have the effrontery to boast that if this continues 





law by taking advantage of the provision which 
authorizes a purchaser to export his goods at the 
“ actual cost thereof.” This they propose to do by 
making fictitious sales at fictitious prices—or, to 
use their own words :— 

“Do they suppose that that will put us in any 
the worse position? Simple delusion to cherish ! 
For can we not make the question one of ‘ actual 
cost’ instead of ‘market value?’ The New York 
house of Strahan & Co. (which, by the way, has 
interests separate from ours) can cease dealing with 
us, and order their goods from an export house in 
London, to whom we can sell for one-eighth per 
cent. profit, and who on their part can sell for the 
same. This is quite according to the statute; and 
if the New York publishers will insist on our play- 
ing at business, we may have no objections to do so.” 

Possibly, Messrs. Strahan & Co. might content 
themselves with “ playing at business,” with nomi- 
nal invoices at two-eighths of one per cent. profit, 
but it is also possible that other publishers might 
be less scrupulous, and might arrange these ficti- 
tious sales and fictitious invoices so as to have them 
fifty or seventy per cent. below the cost of paper 
and press-work. By such a system, which our 
custom-houses could not possibly check in such an 
article as books, Messrs. Strahan & Co.’s boastful 
prophecy may work out its own fulfilment. I quote 
again from their letter: “ As to Messrs. Harper’s 
cry of ‘No more American Books,’ is it not too 
much like the old familiar strains associated with 
the agricultiral interest to get much attention paid 
to it? They may ignore all the teachings of 
economic science, and may refuse to believe that 
Cobden and Bright ever lived, but this must hap- 
pen nevertheless, that the useless employment 
of men in the manufacture of books that are al- 
ready manufactured will cease, and that there will 
no more be an English and American edition of the 
same book than there are just now an English and 
Irish.” It is just this consummation, which the 
English publishers are determined to bring about, 
that the American publishers are striving to avert. 


| They desire to be relieved from the cumulative 


burdens of taxes superimposed fifteen fold, and 
they ask a specific duty of twenty-five cents a 
pound, such as existed under the tariff of 1842, as 
the only mode of protecting their interests and 
those of the revenue against such knavery as Messrs. 
Strahan & Co. show to be so easy. Books interest- 
ing to scholars and collectors, which are not objects 
of commerce and manufacture on a large scale, can 
readily be excepted from this, and admitted ata 
lower rate of duty, but no one, I suppose, will ob- 
ject to the measures necessary to make foreign 
manufacturers conform to our laws. I have already 
taken up too much of your space in dwelling upon 
the purely trade interests of this matter, and must 
forego more than a mere reference to the more ex- 
tended bearing which it has upon American litera- 
ture and education. When American publishers 
are getting their books manufactured in London, 
and American authors are going to England to have 
their books made, it is evident that the growth of 
a purely national literature must be stunted by a 
continuance of such a state of affairs. When, 
too, English books can be imported at prices lower 
than American reprints can be made, it is farther 
evident that American copyright works must be 
measurably driven from the market, unless Ameri- 
can authors will consent to receive compensation 
very much lower than we have hitherto been ac- 
customed to pay them. The interests of publishers 
and authors are identical, and the present condition 
of affairs is injurious alike to both. That condition

M. Taine, after writing 
a philosophic work which he has now on his secre- 
tary, intends to visit India and America to study 
their civilization. This done, he will set to work 
on his great book, “ The Horoscope of Literary and 
Political France.” . . Here is a story told of one of 
our public librarians. You know what lazy crea- 
tures all public servants become on both sides of 
the Atlantic. The librarian of the Library 
is an exceedingly good fellow, but he don’t like to 
be disturbed, and, what is more, he won’t be dis- 
turbed. His method is a simple one, but it requires 
impudence and will, which are proof against every 
assault. One day a reader who was unaware of 
the vis inertia of the librarian, asked him for ‘ Tele- 
machus’s Travels.’” The librarian pretended to 
charge his memory, and at last replied: “ There is 
no such work in existence, sir!” It was some time 
before the reader recovered from his amazement to 
hear such heresy in a librarian’s mouth ; but when 
he did, he attempted to convince the librarian that 
there was such a work, and that nobody less than 
Fenelon was the author. To these arguments the 
librarian coldly replied: “Sir, we are public ser- 
vants, and I am wholly at your orders ; the servant 
will give you the fourteen folio volumes which form 
our catalogues, additions, and supplements ; there 
are a table and chair; make yourself comfortable, 
search our fourteen folio volumes, and satisfy your- 
self that there is no such work in existence as ‘ Tele- 
machus’s Travels.’” The well-drilled servant throws 
open the doors of a bookcase containing dusty 
folios, and asks at which end he shall begin to 
fetch and carry. It has been thirty years since this 
method has been used by this ease-loving librarian, 
and during this whole period every reader has fled 
incontinently at the sight of the bookcase’s con- 
tents! . . It is positively stated that M. Victor 
Hugo’s forthcoming novel will be a tale, and not a 
vehicle for publishing philosophical or political 
notions. . . Here is a revelation of literary life in 
Paris which deserves note: “This novel (the new 
novel by Messrs. Erckmann Chatrain, which is to be 
published in a day or two; its title is “La Maison 
Forestiére ;” it is said to be interesting) has been 
published in no newspaper, for what reason I know 
not. Readers are not sufficiently aware that books 
do not enable authors to live; and that all of us, 
poets and novel-writers, would die of hunger and 
thirst if newspapers did not give us three cents a 
line for them, before the publisher gives us a mis- 
erable bank note of $100 for a volume which has 
cost us six months of labor.”” American publishers 
are liberal to authors, and, it may be said, the 
American public is the most reading public in the 
world. Here, whatever the success of a book may 
be, the author receives none of the golden harvest, 
unless he be one of the great authors who drive 
publishers to liberality. M. Michelet will not so 
much as trust publishers ; he is his own publisher.

Bacon, renewed by Addison, 
Steele, and Knox, and continued in our day by Haz- 
litt, De Quincey, and Leigh Hunt. 
country there is peculiar need of the lay-preacher 
and the social critic; and, however brilliant or in- 
forming the British Essayist, his comments are 
adapted to English life, and do not deal with the 
foibles and fruits of American civilization. Hence 
we welcome the recent enterprise of Hurd & 
| Houghton in the issue of a collection of American 

Essays on Familiar Subjects. Apart from the know- 
| ledge brought to bear on the subjects treated and 
the illustrations from personal experience inter- 
|spersed with their discussion, there is constant 
and earnest reference to the tendencies and traits of 
society, vocation, manners, and current philosophy 
in the United States in almost every essay in the 
‘Criterion, or Test of Talk about Familiar Things.” 
| Especially in the papers on “Inns,” “ Doctors,” 
| “ Newspapers,’’ “ Holidays,” and “ Sepulchres,” are 
these local and vital elements analyzed. We re- 
member other essays of the author which have 
appeared in some of our leading Magazines and Re- 
views, wherein he has gone more deeply and ex- 
clusively into some of the most significant problems 
of American life, character, and history; these are 
doubtless reserved for a subsequent volume. The 
“Criterion” is evidently a selection made with re- 
ference to a certain unity of design and affinity of 
subject; moreover, the aim is obviously to reach 
the common mind—not to put forth the highest art, 
but the most genial and diffusive colloguies—a 
kind of Programme or Indicator which puts the 
reader on the track of knowledge and reflection, in 
a special direction; it is, therefore, as a literary 
experiment that we welcome the “Criterion.”

Critical 
and Historical Essays; Biographies; Réports and 
Notes on the Indian Penal Code; and Contributions 
to Knight’s Quarterly Magazine. Vol. VIII. Speeches; 
Lays of Ancient home; and Miscellaneus Poems, 
This last division of the work is completed by the 
insertion of the Cavalier’s Song and the Poetical 
Valentine to the Hon. Mary C. Stanhope, two pieces 
which were not included in tlie editions of Lord 
Macaulay’s Miscellaneous Writings published re- 
spectively in 1860 and 1865. In a short preface, 
Lady Trevelyan states that it has been thonght 
right to include some portion of what he placed,on 
record as a jurist in the East. The papers selected 
are the Introductory Report upon the Indian Penal 
Code, and the Note appended to that Code, in which 
most of its leading provisions were explained and 
defended. These papers were entirely written by 
Lord Maeaulay, but the substance of them was the 
result of the joint deliberations of the Indian Law 
Commission, of which he was President. They are 
by no means merely of Indian interest, for while 
they were the commencement of a new system of 
law for India, they relate chiefly to general princi- 
ples of jurisprudence, which are of universal appli- 
cation.

Dean Mitman.—The Rev.H. H. Milman, Dean of 
St. Paul’s, best known in this country by his early 
tragedy of “‘ Fazio,’’ has translated the Agamemnon 
of 4schylus and the Bacchanals of Euripides, with 
passages from the Lyrics and later poets of Greece. 
The volume is published by Murray, and its literary 
merit is highly spoken of by the English critics. 
Dean Milman is seventy-five years old. 

Tue Post-Orrice 1x Spain.—A lively writer, who 
contributes letters from Spain to an English paper, 
highly eulogizes the regularity and good faith of 
the post-office in that country, and says: “I never 
missed the receipt of but one letter in Spain (but 
then I have no handles to my name), and that was 
because a friend in England had elected to address 
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me as Esquire ; so under letter E, on the Post-Office 
list, I found F. W. C., Esquire. A Spaniard believes 
in postscripts, and supposes that the last word on 
the direction is your name, and not an ornament 
common to every man. John Jones, would have 
found you under J, but you must ask at the window 
for Honés, the letter J in Spanish being soft and 
pronounced like H.” 


Rosert Bucnanan.—This young poet, who has 
become well known in this country, through the 
republication of his writing by Roberts Brothers, of 
Boston, has nearly ready a new volume of “ London 
Idyls,’’ Which, the “ Atheneum” informs us, “ will 
consist principally of monologues, forming psycholo- 
gical studies of a somewhat unusual kind. The 
character of these studies may be surmised from the 
mention of such subjects as ‘The Murder Idyl,’ 
in which the monologuist is a woman whose husband 
has been hanged; ‘The Baliad-Maker,’ a writer of 
street songs vainly endeavoring to express his feel- 
ings, and who catches a gleam of poetry, without 
knowing it, in his efforts to comfort a poor dying 
coster-lad with a song; and ‘The Rev. Mr. Honey- 
dew,’ a fashionable preacher. Besides the ‘ London 
Idyls,’ there will be a modern poem of considerable 
length, a number of lyrics, and several north-coast 
idyls.”

On Earl Rus- 
sell’s recommendation, a pension of £200 a year has 
been conferred on the widow and daughter of the 
late Sir William Hamilton, Astronomer Royal of 
Ireland.

The Abbey had been founded A. D. 1065 by King 
Edward the Confessor.

The “ Atheneum,” in an obituary notice, 
said, “ As representing a naked, impudent English- 
woman, it is excellent in its way, but in no respect 
a Venus, simply because, although almost as mere- 
tricious as the ‘ Venus de Medicis,’ there is enough 
vulgarity in it to destroy all alluring power, and 
every sign of the goddess. There was a world of 
wit in John Leech’s design of the two women who, 
while looking at this statue, agreed in ‘ Lor, it’s very 
like our Hemmer!” ”’
